After the reading of the 
P'il"'r, and a certain amount of dia- 
tiiïfrton, refreshments were served, 
fiid the meeting adjourned. 

'-I'lj text of tho pBper of the eA'on- 
InR was as follows: ' 

Francois Gulzot, one of the great- 
est men France evet produced, gre.it 
fiH an orator, a stateaman and a 
writer, was born at Nimes on Oct. 
4th, 1787. His father belonsed to iin 
old Protestant family, whoso liberal 
opinions were well Unown. but whCEe 
r.'oderatlon proved the ' undoing uf 
(;\:l?,ot'a father, who wns exi'cuted by 
the revolutionaries. Guizot's first le- 
(ollectlons was of saying good-aye to 
11!}! fathf-r In prI.Mon. 

Hut GylzéfM mother, who Is U»- 
scrlbed by Cirdoux' as an ensrgc^to 
iind simple woman, was not the kind 
cf woAnan to he overwhelmed By fato; 
she consecrated the remainder of lier 
life to the education of. her children. 
.She took them to Geneva, where Oul 
iot was educated. Besides his boiik- 
v ork, Gulzot learnt a trade. He I c- 
i;ame a carpenter and a joiner. T!ie 
strong religious impress which Guizut 
received among the Calvlnlsts of 
Geneva was never effaced. Tho let- 
ters which he wrote "to his mother In 
1S05, when he went to Paris to study 
law, contain, substantially the same 
expressions nf bolléf as those, which 
form the preface to his will written 
'1'! years later. 

Gulzot was married twice. Hi« first 
v.Jfo, Mile. Aleulan, he met in .me ot 
\hi- salons which ho frequented. 

In 1809 Gulzot published his first 
worit — a dictionary of French syno- 
nyms, and later an annotated edition 
of Gibbons' "Decline and Fall.'* Short- 
ly after Outrdt was offered the ch;tir 
cf Modern History at the Sorbonné, 
and ho soon became famous on iic- 
count of the vigour and .orlRlnnilcy 
I'f his reaching. His m«thods were 
(lie signal for the fenonition r.f hls- 
tiirlcal study, which was the glory 
D!" Fr.'ince In the 19th Century. 

But Gulzot wns not satisfied to bo 
■,>nc of the greatest historians of ills 
(lay; he took a plunge into politics 
in 1814, by applauding in public the 
jcstoratlon of the Bniirbons. Ey this 
act Gulzot threw In his !ot with the 
constitutional party. He was faith- 
ful tn that party nil his life, and ye.'trs 
oTily served to mako him. more and 
more certain that the Constitutional 
pr.th, wh^ch swerved neither to I'le 
right hand nor to tho left, was ll:<> 
3afe one for Franco. In thl*: cenneo 
lion the following from Morley's Lifo 
ef Gladstone might be Interesting in 
Itself, and also as throwing a sU'e

This amount covers' the expense of 
transmitting the letter to a neutral 
country, from thence to an enemy 
country, and the reply. The anunge 
ment necessary to ensure the trans 
mission to the writers of any reply 
from the correspondents in enemy 
countries will be made by Messrv. 
Thos. Cook & Son. 
; There are certain districts to which, 
dri account of restrictions imposed by 
Uie enemy, Messrs. Thomas Cook & 
.^Son cannot forward correspondence, 
'.and in other cases, they are only able 
.to transmit the .letter without mak- 
ing arrangements for the reply. Full 
particulars, 'however, may be obtain- 
Cç^ from Thos.

MED. '21 HOLDS IMPORTANT 
MEETING. 



At a meeting of the Chemical Col- 
loquium yesterday afternoon O. Herts- 
berg reviewed part of the work that 
has recently been done by Langmnlr 
on Molecular Rotation, and its rela- 
tion to Constitution, 

Scientific interest in thia subject 
dates from 1846 when Faraday first 
noted that certain kinds of lead glass 
had a rotary effect on plane polar- 
ized light, when it was acted upon 
by a uniform magnetic field. Fara- 
day apparently did not completely 
explain the phenomenon, and the re- 
search work in this field waa^ done 
from 1882 to 1906 by one man. Sir W. 
II. Perkins. Langmuir has paid con- 
Hlderable attention to. the matter of 
late years. v 

This investigator ' found that tem- 
perature had little or no effect on 
this phenomenon, and that the rota- 
tion was proportional to the number 
of carbon atoms in the molecule. He 
performed his experiments upon equl- 
molecular solutions, and defined mole- 
cular magnetic rotation aa the amount 
that a plane polarized beam of light 
was rotated when passed through a 
thickness, of one centimetre, as com 
pared to the amount of rotation of a 
chosen standard. 

Since- this rotary power Is a pro 
pcrty ot all soluble ' chemical sub 
stances, it may be used in consider- 
ing chemical compounds,' both in 
their additive and constitutive rela 
tlons. In the latter sense this pro 
perty may be used:. (1) to distin 
gulsh isomers; (2) to distinguish be 
tween members of different series 
(3) to show whether a compound Is 
.saturated or unsaturated;' (4) to dis 
tingulsh bctwcn ring and chain for- 
mations. 

As an example of the use of this 
phenomenon the speaker told of its 
use In CH2 additive ompounds. The 
rotary power of the CH2 group Is a 
constant. I.e., 1.023. "When all the 
CH2 groups have been accounted for, 
the rotary power of the rest of the 
molecule Is called the scries constant 
The molecular magnetic rotation Is 
then represented by the foratiila S 
plus (N X 1.02S), where S is the ser 
les constant, and N is the number of 
CH2 groups^ 

In complex substances the series 
constant is /taken as the arithmetic 
mean of thfs constants of closely re 
lated substances. 

In the study of isomers )t was found 
that the Iso compound has a greater 
rotation than the ordinary; and an 
unsaturated compound has a greater 
rotary power than the ' correspondi'iiii' 
saturated substance. 

If a chain compound be transform 
cd into a ring compound by remov- 
ing two hydrogen atoms, the constant 
result is that there Is a decrease In 
the power of magnetic rotation. 

Up to .this pol^t the speaker had 
dealt only with organic compouhdo. 
In the inorganic field a very iiiter 
listing question jwas whether thers 
«vas .any relation bRtween ismic dis- 
sociation and this" power of tnitgnetic 
rotation. .' The . fi^st results ohtainot 
by using; concentrated solutions seem 
ed to indicate .ti^at . such - a ' relation 
existed, but when diïûte'solutlons were 
used it was found that such ossump 
tlons were not true. Tho experiments 
.showed, however, that the power ot 
rotation in icnosens Is due almost 
entirely to the .'inion, and that tho 
cation has practically no Influence. 

The subject of change of rotary, 
power following displacement has al- 
so been investigated. The substitu- 
tion of chlorine for bromine always 
results In a rise In the molecular 
magnetic 'rotation, and this rise In 
creases with increasing number ot 
carbon atoms. For example, chlor 
ine substituted for bromine- caused an 
increase of rotary power of 1.81 In 
methyl . compounds, 1.82 in propyl 
compounds^ % and 1.89 in octo com- 
pounds. ' 

Tha praotiCAi application of this 
property of solutes in the solving of 
chemical problems, was Illustrated by 
two examples. In studying chloral 
and chloral hydrate Langmuir found 
tliat bis . experimental results point'sd 
10 a different formula for the hy- 
drate, than the one at - present ac- 
cepted by chemists. Ho suggested the 
formula C C13 C(OH)2 In place of C 
C13 COH H20. '■'ho other practical 
application Is tho detection of tote- 
merlc substincca in mixtures.

Captain W. J. Whson, killed In 
action In France, on December Slst, 
1917, was a graduate in the Civil 
Engineering class of 1913. 

He was horn in Ottawa in August, 
1892, and matriculated from the Ot- 
tawa Collegiate In 1909, entering Mc- 
0111 In the fall of the same year. 
After graduation in 1913, he was as- 
sociated for some time with the Steel 
Co. of Canada in Hamilton, and later 
with the Toronto Harbour Conunlur 
sion. He enlisted for military ser- 
vice as à ' Lieutenant with the 74th 
Battalion of Toronto, and crossed to 
England in March. 1916. In Jutie. of 
the same year, he went to France, and 
became attached to. the 2nd Cana- 
dian Mounted -Rifles, with whom lie 
served with distinction in all opera- 
tions on the Ypres Salient; the 
Somme, VImy KIdge and Passchen- 
daele. 

Captain Wilson developed a great 
ptitude for military service, and was 
a most valuable officer. He won h}a 
Captaincy on- the field, and for three 
inonths prior to his death, was act- 
liig MaJor of his company. His pas.s- 
iiig at the age of 25 years is greatly 
rtgretted by .his many friends in Ot- 
tawa, • Montreal' and Toronto, and 
tijat he was esteemed by tils fellow 
officers and men, is evidenced by tht 
following extract from a letter to his 
mother ;:frbn> the Colonel of the 2nd 
Canadian Mounted Rifles : 
'' '.'May it be some consolation to you 
to know that the' whole battalion 
mourns his loss. He was loved and 
respected by officers and men alike. 
His loss to me aa Commanding Offi- 
cer,' is a heavy one, for I always knew 
that any task I gave him would al- 
ways be well and promptly carried 
out; his name had been sent in for 
promotion some weeks ago. Brave 
and wise in action, always thnuRht- 
ful and considerate fpr others, he will 
never be forgotten in the battalion so 
long as an 'officer or man remains 
who served with or under him."

Usrht on OuiaotiB character: , 

In 1850 GladattMie denounced the 
treatment of poUticsJ priaoners Jn the 
prisons of Naples. These prlsoi ei s 

were .ill Liberals, and for that crime 
subjected to imprisonment in irons 
for long terms. Although at this time 
a Conservative, Gladstone took up 
the matter with the English Govern 
nient, which was also Conservativ», 
but as months, passetl without any 
definite action, he published the 
facts and raised a storm all over £u 
rope (Morley's Gladstone); The il 
lustrions Quizot wrote Mr. Gladstono 
a Ions letter, expressing with muct 
courtesy and kindness, his regret at 
the publication. Nothing is l|ft in 
Italy, said Gulzot, between the, ter- 
rors of governments attacked in their 
very existence, and the fury of ihe 
beaten revolutionists with hopes more 
alert than ever for destruction nnd 
chaoa. The King ..'f Naples on one 
Ride, Muzzini on the other; such, said 
Gulzot, is Italy. Between the King of 
Naples and MatzinI he for one did not 
hesitate . . . Gulzot was a great 
man, but '48 had perverted his gener 
alislnj intellect, and everywhere .his 
jaudiced vision perceived in progress 
a struggle for life and wcath with 
the revolutionary spirit blind, . chlm 
erical, insatiate, impracticable. He 
avowed his own failure when he v/'.a 
at the head of the French Qovurn 
ment, to induce the rulers of Italy 
to make reforms. 

Guizot's first official position wnv 
that of Secretary General, However, 
he did not serve, long in thnt capac 
ity, as another revolution soon set him 
baclc^.in.'his professor's chair. But a 
counter-revolution cnce more called 
him to office. .At tlil.s time Gulzot was 
a member of the party called the "den 
trinalres," who aimed at holdinK a 
"Juste milieu" between the extrem 
Ists on either side. They fought tiie 
liadlcai wing of the Liberals on une 
tilde, and the out-and-out Royalists on 
the other. Gulzot made public the 
principles of this party in a book 
published in 1816, entitled "Represen- 
tative Government and the present 
dtate of France." When the time 
was ripe, Guizot secured b, dissolu- 
tion and an election, which resulted 
in a triumph for the "Doctrinaire" 
party. In 1819 Gulzot Joined the 
Ouvernmcnt ds "Director General," 
but trie next year, when the Ministry 
resigned, saw Gulzot, back in his chair 
of History .at the riorbonne, from which 
point of vantage Guizot launched a 
powerful attack on the policy of t'^e 
new Government throu;^h tho msdium 
of pamphlets. 

Some of his shot.s tool; effect, and 
Clcizot btcame an object of persecu- 
tion on the part of llie Government, 
His course at die Sorbonne wa.s closed 
down. "Never did Guizot produce more 
than during these years of disgrace, 
which were not only the most fertile, 
but, the most glorious of his life. He 
wrote a work on- the English Revo- 
lution. Gulzot was a great student 
of Anglo-Saxon Revolutions, both in 
l;'7ngland and in America. The Anglo- 
Saxon race, declared Guizot, had 
known how to conduct its rcvoluthms 
in both hemispheres. But he looked 
with special admiration, on the Revo- 
lution of 1688,' aiidVit was always his 
hope that Louis-Philippe would take 
the place in French History that Wil- 
liam of Orange had taken In English 
historjv Guizot also published es- 
says on the History of J^'rance, and 
also gave his support to the work of 
the society called "Heaven helps him 
who helps himself," which was found- 
ed to defend electoral liberty. In 
1S28 Gulzot started the French "Re- 
v.ew" 

Guixot was now at ■ the height ot 
hie popularity, and a change In Gov- 
ernment resulted in putting him back 
again in his professorial chair at the 
Sorbonne. Tlie lectures delivered at 
this time are embodied in two great 
volumes called "History of European 
Civilisation," and a "History of 
French Civilization. > 

In 1927 Guizot married bis second 
wife, a niece of his former wife. His 
new marriage was not less h.appy than 
his old one. But neither literary fame 
nor domestic happiness, satisfied his 
liigh ambition. .Since his youth Gui- 
zot had been attracted by politics, 
nnd felt himself born for parliament- 
ary struggle. 

In 1830 he was elected a member uf 
parliament. In July of tliat year a 
revolution upset the throne of Charlos 
X, and placed the crown of Franco on 
the head of Louis-Philippe. With 
reference to this occurrence, Gui'<:ot 
said in a speech, "Franco has made 
a Revolution, but she had no inten- 
tion of placing herself in a perman- 
ently 'revolutionary state. The prom- 
inent features of a revolutionary state 
are that all ' things are being ''inces- 
santly' put in question, that the claims 
are indefinite, that constant appeals 
are made to force and violence. Those 
features exist In all the present popu- 
lar societies, in their action and ten- 
dency, and in the impulse they are 
striving to impress upon France. That 
is not progress, but disorder; it is 
aimless excitement, not advancement. 
Since the Government is armed with 
legal powers against the dangers of 
popular societies, it must not only not 
abandon ll^fiui: it must make use of 
It. It has already done so, and is re- 
solved to do so as often' OS Is demand- 
ed by good order In the country and 
the steady development of it« Ifber- 



ELECTRIC SMELTING IS NOW A 
REALITY. 

Not many years ago, the opinio,^ 
prevailed in Canada that while eler- 
irlc smelting was interesting, tho 
time was far-distant when it would 
ol- put into practical operation. The 
.situation, however, has radically 
changed. There are, at the presen' 
time, 32 Heroult electric furnaces in 
Canada, and 22 of other types — in all 
54 furnaces using the electric pro- 
cess. These furnaces have a capac- 
ity of 173,000 tons Of iron and steel, 
riO.OOO tons of ferro-silicon, and 8,000 
tons o|: other ferro-alloys per annum. 
The.^ British Forgings plant at To- 
ronto has ten electric furnaces of the 
ITeroult type, and a total capacity of 
to tons per heat, or about . 78,000 tons 
per annum, making it the largest 
electric-process steel plant m tlte 
world.,

.Àut now took part in all the 

important debates, and showed him- 
self always opposed to any further 
democratic reforms. ~On account of 
the attitude wbicb Gulzot assumed in 
this auestion, his enemies often ac- 
cused him of hating and distrusting 
the' common people. Against this ac- 
cusation Gulzot defends himself in 
his Mémoires. He oays,' "Because 1 
have combatted the democratic theor- 
ies, and resisted the popular passions 
it has been often said that I do not 
love the people, thdt I have no sym- 
pathy with their misery, their in- 



stincts, their needs, their desires. 
There ore In public life, as In private 
life, many different ways of show- 
ing love. I love the people devotedly, 
but freely and with a little anxiety. I 
wish to serve them. ... I respect 
them, and because I respect them I 
will not betray them, nor help them 
to betray Ihemilelves. I believe that 
the people have the right and the nocd 
ot becoming capable and worthy to 
be free, that is to say, to exercise on 
their private and public destinies the 
Influence which the la\v,s of God ac- 
cord to men in life and human so- 
ciety. While feeling for the materi:i.I 
distress of the people a profound sym- 
pathy, 1 have above all been pre-oc- 
cupled and touched by their moral 
distress, holding that to Improve their 
material condition it was necessary 
tQ. cure. their moral. distress and that 
to ameliorate the condition of man it 
is first the soul, which must be puri- 
fied and brightened. 

Of Guizot's Memories, from which 
I have Just quoted,' Bardoux- has this 
criticism to make, "Gulcot does not 
concern ' himself ^ith scandalous re- 
velations, nor with drawing the veil 
from secret diplomacy, the Memories 
are political annals. Guizot wished to 
give the motives of his political acts 
and to explain them. The .Memories 
are at the same time a vindication of 
the party which he served, and of 
which he wius the chief. 

During 1831 and 1832 Guizot was a 
supporter of the Government Casimir 
Perler and his cold, hard and elevat- 
ed eloquence made a groat impres- 
sion on the House. Guizot held the 
portfolio of public instruction for 3^ 
years. Primary education had been 
neglected by previous governments, 
but a law put through Parliament by 
Guizot in 1833 put this department of 
Instruction on a proper footing. Con- 
cerning this law Emile Taquet says. 
"This law of 1833 was conceived In 
the most generous spirit, the most 
liberal, the most, optimistic; inspired 
by a confidence in the national and 
popular good sense which Guizot has 
been often far from showing; Inspir- 
ed by a spirit of civil and religious 
peace, oC tolerance and liberty, which 
is to the great honour of Its aut\ior; 
a work which has lasted, which has 
proved by its success the good sense, 
the firmness and the measure of 
ihc spirit whicit conceived it, and a 
work which would suffice alone to 
keep alive the memory of Gulzot." 

Guizot gave his hearty support to 
every measure calculated to repress 
the revolutionary siMrit. He -sup- 
ported a Bill forbidding political as- 
sociations and another to curtail the 
freedom of the press. J 

On the 11th of October the Gov- 
ernment fell, and Guizot refused to 
Join a Cabinel with Thiers at its 
head. Thiers' Government met with 
strong opposition, not directly trqm 
Gulzot, but from his friends. In six 
months the King had to call on Mole 
to form a Government and Guizot 
took his old post of publio instruc- 
tion. 

But the Mole Cabinet was not al- 
together a happy family. Gulzot had 
a high opinion of his own ability, and 
a low opinion of that of Mole. The 
Cabinet was finally dismissed. In the 
negotiations which followed beforo 
the formation of a. new Government, 
Guizot attempted to -form a Cabinet 
of his own, but was unsuccessful. Fin- 
ally Mole got together a new Gov- 
ernment, and Gulzot found 'himself 
left out in the cold. The opposition 
which Gulzot put up to the policy of 
Mole's new Government rls consider- 
ed as one of the most doubtful acts 
of his career. However, his opposi- 
tion proved' fatal to ' Mole) and that 
statesman -was soon compelled to step 
down. 

Guizot did not enter the Cabinet of 
Marshal Soult, who succeeded Mole. 
He took up his pen once more, and a 
work on the Life and Correspondence 
of Washington soon appeared. But 
Guizot did not long remain out of 
public life.

Miss Robertson and Miss Novick 
Speak for Second Year. 

AFnSMATIVS DEFEATED. 

Shonld German bo Eliminated 
from Ourrionlum of Ameri- 
can Colleges. 



The Junior-Sophomor'c debate which 
took place yesterday in the R.V.C., 
resulted in a victory for the Sopho- 
mores, giving them the inter-year 

championship. 

The question was: "Resolved, that 
German be eliminated from the cur- 
riculum of all American schools and 
colleges." Miss Abbott and Miss 
Swindlehurst ably supported the af- 
firmative, but were refuted by Sliss 
Novick and Miss Robertson. 

Miss Cameron, Miss MacKenzle and 
G. W. Latham kindly acted ns 
Judges. Mr. Latham announced the 
decision, which was awarded on the 
basis of 60 points for matter and 40 
points for style. 

Miss Abbott introduced the debate 
for thé affirmative. Her points wer« 
— Ist, the effect of tho German lan- 
guage upon national unity, of which 
the United States is a striking ex- 
ample; and 2nd, the influence of Ger- 
man upon politics. Tliere are, she 
said, 10,000,000 to 13,000,000 Germons 
in the United States. These Ger- 
mans and their children are, by the 
influence of the teaching of German 
In the schools and colleges, and by 
the use of text-books printed In Ber- 
lin, kept in touch with tho Father- 
land, and the principles which It em- 
bodies— such principles as, Germany 
over all, paramount, predominant and 
unconquerable. Political Influence is 
expressed by the power which Ger- 
mans have in the elections in pro- 
German etates. The exchange of pro- 
fei>sors has been used . to promote 
German propaganda all over the 
United States. 

The first speaker on the negative. 
Miss Novick, after much refutation, 
dealt with her subject In the light of 
present, and after the war prob- 
lems. We are not, she pointed out, 
"flffhtins the German people, but the 
rulhiK class of Germany." After the 
w.ir we will need to -.inderstand the 
German lan^unge in order to under- 
stand the German peoi^îc, and !n tn? 
rc-construction after the war we wii: 
need to understand that people. 

Miss Swindlehurst, the seconir 
:speaker.on the affirmative, altl)OUgn. 
more general than her uolleastic, 
spoke with ease, and with evident 
knowledge of her subject. She treat- 
ed the 'study of German In relation 
10 culture. Industry, etc., as follows: 
a, .inish is the coming commercial 
language of the United States. Ger- 
man Is no longei" necessary, nor very 
helpful, since German Industrial pro- 
cesses are the secret of Germony. As 
to mental devniopment, the study of 
Latin, Italian or Urcol^ may serve 
the same purpose us German. "The 
movement tor tho atolltion ot Ger- 
man," she said in closing, "is not 
hysteria on the part of tho .\nioric.an 
people, but one foi'ced upon them by 
tho pro-qcrnians in llielr country. 
'iVhen tho war is over wc may decide 
what the relations with Uernutny will 
be." 

The last speaker on the negative, 
Miss Robertson, well deserves the 
commendation of the Judges for her 
delivery, which was. In their •words, 
"Careful and deliberate." 

She emphasized the value of the 
study, of German in order to know 
the German literature, and to travel 
in that country. Secondly, Bha cited 
Kelmholtz, Hertz and the Influence 
of Haeckel upon Darwin as charac- 
teristic of the Influence and valiM of 
German science, which, partially at 
least, can only be studied in the orig- 
inal. 

We must sho said, "be broad- 
minded to be good citizens," and in 
order to be that toward tho Germans, 
she maintained, we must of neces- 
sity know their manners, their ideals 
and their traditions— such knowledge 
as can only be acquired by a study 
of the German language. 

Mr. Latham, in his announcement, 
kindly pointed out some of the weak 
points, mainly the tendency on both 
Bides to deal with irrelevant matter. 
The Judges thought that the subject 
had not been clearly defined, and that 
the affirmative especially had failed 
to drive home their points. Import- 
ant points were left unrefuted on 
both sides, while trivial points were 
taken up. The decision of the Judges ^ 
was appreciated by all, especially by 
second year, to whom it gave a point 
toward the banner. 

While the judges were retired a-; 
lively discussion took place, termin- 
ated by a few remarks which, upon 
the request of the President, Prof< 
Lambert, as a Professor of German, 
and a former* student in Germany, 
kindly consented to make. Prof. , 
Lambert urged that we distinguish tho 
German people from German mili- 
tary rule. Although he himself ques- 
tioned German civiiizaUon, ho ^al« . 
Ized that it would be years before 
students would again go to Germany 
to study, but he thought the loss of 
German books in the original would 
be a great loss to culture and to 
Science. 

The next imeeting o\ the Delta 
Sigma Society will take place in 
March, and will be the Annual Pub- 
lic Speaking Contest.

Capt. Austin Irvine and Capt. Maur- 
ice Pope have both been awarded the 
Military Cross for^ gallantry in ac- 
tion. 

Capt. Irvine graduated- with iho 
class ot Medicine '9G, and at the time 
of enllatine was a practlcInK physi- 
cian und surgeon In Montreal. tfc 
wus also on the staff of the Western 
Hospital. Ho went overaeas as Medi- 
cal Officer with the 245th Grenadlef 
Cuards Battalion, commanded by 
Lleut.-^ol.^ C, C. Ballantyne, and 
was later transferred to the 87th 
Canadian Grenadier Guards, with 
v.hich ho served for some time In 
t'rance. His good work soon won him 
recognition and, at the request ot 
the. French Government, he was 
transferred to a French base hospi- 
tal near Paris, to act ns assistant to 
a leading French surgeon. It was for 
distinguished services rendered In. 
this capacity that he was awarded 
the Military Cross. At one time Capt. 
Irvine was prominent in athletic cir- 
cles, having played with the M. A. 
A. A. senior lacrosse and football 
teams. Ho is a son ot the late Joi>n 
Irvine, of Westmount. His motlier 
resides In California. Capt. Irvine's 
wife, who "is an American, is also In 
France serving with the American 
Ambulance at Nuelly.
